Wentworth house to the river front 
near Fort Constitution, on which nar- 
row spots in the driveway Hive been 
widened by the blowing away of en- 
croaching ledges, objectionable and 
abrupt humps have been cut down, 
hollows filled with graveV,'-and the 
road made wide enougbTETSTSlhout its 
entire length for two -teams to pass 
each other at any point with ease, in- 
stead of one or both 'having to climb 
a bank to get by. 
This is an improvement that will be 
appreciated by the owners of teauns, 
for though it may be rural and very 
romantic to bump the wheels on one 
side of a carriage over a ledge two 
feet high, it is more comfortable as 
well as safer to ride over a fairly 
smooth and level road. The town is 
indebted to the state for this improve- 
ment, the legislature at its last session 
having appropriated $500 for the bet- 
tering of the New Castle highways; 
and the money seems to have been 
judiciously expended by the selectmen, 
or whoever had the overseeing of the 
expenditure. 
Another recent improvement is tho 


naming of the streets of the town, and 
the putting up of signs to let the peo- 
ple know what the names are. The 
town is not open to the charge of pre- 
cipitate action in this matter, as it was 
set off from Portsmouth and granted 
a separate charter in 1693—something 
over two hundred yeai s ago—and, only 
just now have the names been select- 
ed and the signs put up. The two 
principal streets have been 
named 


Cranfield street and Atkinson street, 
the former in honor—or at least in 
memory—ol that arbitrary and tyran- 
nical old scamp, Edward Cianfleld, who 
was 
lieutenant 
govcinor 
of 
New 


Hampshire from 1682 to 1685, and 
whose reputation as having been the 
vciy worst governor the provinces 
ever had has never been impeached, 
although Sir Edmund Andios was a 
close second. 
Atkinson 
street 
is 


named in honor of Theodore Atkinson, 
wlio was prominent in the early his 
tory of the town and well deserves 
the honor. The naming of the streets 
will enable the residents to now tell 
just where they are at, or to direct en- 
quhing strangers to any given point 
in the town, without the necessity ot 
employing a map of the island.

garded as very complimentary to that 
state. 


In January, 1864 there was in one 


of the ship ihouses at the navy yard 
an old-style 74-gun ship, of 
course 


good for nothing as a fighting craft 
under the conditions of war then pre- 
vailing. This old ship had been there/ 
,ever since 1817, and all that time she 
had borne the name of Alabama. She 
was not wanted anywhere for anything 
in particular, but her room in the ship- 
Irnse was wanted, so it was decided 
to launch her. 


Just then the state of Alabama wan 


doing its best to disrupt Ihe union, 
and there were two Alabamas afloat. 
both steam sloops of war. One was a 
confederate cruiser, in which capacity 
shio, had achieved rare fame

oTi'rfifncl off Cherbourg, France, by a 
Piscalaqua-'buHt boat.

Tiouse of representative unanimously 
adopted 
a resolution 
appropriating 


125,000 for procuring plans for a Lin- 
coln monument to be erected in Wash- 
ington ; and Hon. John. Wesley Gaines, 
a democratic member of the house 
Irom Tennessee and an ardent advo- 
cate ot scuttle, suggested that the in- 
scription on the monument should ho, 
"He really believed in the Declaration 
of Indepndence." But Lincoln did not 
tolieve in it as the antl-expanblonists 
profess to; his interpretation of "gov- 
ernment by the consent of the gov- 
erned" did not lead him to allow the 
citizens of the one-time Confederate 
States to destroy the union and go off 
sand govern tnemselves, much as they 
desired and earnestly as they tried to 
do it. The Tennessee gentleman's in- 
tended sarcasm on the present admin- 
istration's conduct of Philippine af 
fairs is decidedly blunt of edge. Lin- 
coin was not a scuttler: and he would

The rents 
being payable half yearly only, the 
cost of collection is reduced, as is the 
risk of loss, to n minimum. The sys- 
tem entails great hardship to working- 
men compelled to change the scene of 
their labors. They frequently cannot 
obtain a house until term day and have 
consequently to take lodgings and sup- 
port their family in another town. 


If fortunate enough to obtain a house, 


the landlord steps in and requires his 
full year's rent to be paid or deposited 
In bank before he allows the goods to 
be removed. The unfortunate head of 
a household is also responsible for the 
full year's rates of his "new" house, 
Although he may have paid in full nt 
his vacated house. 


The onlj advantage to the tenant is 


security of tenure for twelve months 
and the certainty of being accommo- 
dated at the e.<piry in the general 
scramble. Of course it happens some- 
times, through new houses being erect- 
ed, that some one is able to start the 
ball rolling a day or two before term, 
to the comfort of all involved in the 
particular circuit; but, generally speak- 
ing. May term day in Scotland is not 
nn institution to be admired and copied.
